He it also the discoverer of 
the electro-motograph, by which despatches 
may be telegraphed without magnetism. Scien- 
tific men regard it as his (jreatest discovery, and 
predict that it will'some day orove of immense 
value.

Menlo Park is a small slace o» the line of the 


New Vork and Philadelphia Railroad, two miles 
north of Metuchin.

thing like an old fashioned Baptist tabernacle.

A dozen telegraph wires are 
led into it by sentry-like poles connecting with 
the main line along the railroad.

doors open directly into the office. 
The writer 


entered. 
A man sat at a table studying a me- 


chanical drawing. An inquiry Tor Mr. Edison 
drew .from him t'ae words, "Go right ap-stairs,

The stairs were climbed, and tbe writer 


stepped into a long room forming the second 
story. 
It was an immense laboratory, filled 


with electrical instruments. A thousand jars of 
chemicals were ranged against tbe walls.

circle of kerosene lamps was smoking viciously 
on aft empty urick forge. Their chimneys were 
the essence of blackness. There was no disa- 
greeable smell, for the smoke was borne off by 
the draft of tbe forge. Aa ooen rack loaded 
witn jan of vitriol stood in the middle of the 
room, and the rays of the sun; struck through 
them, flecking t"ie floor with green patches.

The Professor was manipulating a machine 


upon the table before him. He had something 
resembling a gutta-percha mouthpiece of a 
speaking-tube 
shoved 
against 
a 
cylinder 


wrapped in tin-foil, which he -firned with a 
crank. The small end of a tin funnel was 
clapped over Ihe mouthpiece, ani strange ven- 
triloquial sounds were issuing from iu 
He 


shook hands, and pointing to Ihe instrument 
said-: "This is my speaking phonograph. Did 
you ever see it and hear it talk ?" 


The reply was a negative. 
Thereupon, he 


picked up the gutta-percha mout ipiece, saying, 
••This mouthpiece is simply an artificial dia- 
phragm. Turn it over." suiting t le action to the 
word, "and you seethisthin diskiof metal at the 
bottom. Whenever you speak in the mouth- 
piece Ihe vibrations of your voice jar this disk, 
which, AS you see, has in its centre a fine steel 
point. Now for the other part o* the machine. 
Here is a brass cylinder grooved something 
like the spiral part of a screw, on y much finer. 
1 wrap a sheet of tinfoil around tbe cylinder, 
and shove the mouthpiece up to H so that tbe 
tiny steel point touches Ihe tinfoi above one of 
the grooves. 
1 then turn the cy inder with a 


crank, and talk into the mouthpiece. 
Tha vi- 


bratiuns arouse the disk, and the steel point 
jricki the tinfoil, leaving perforations resem- 
bling the old Morsete egraphic alphabet. They 
are really stereoscopic views of tie voice, re- 
cording all that is said, with time anc intona- 
tions. 
It is a matrix of the words atid voice, 


and cstn be used until worn out. .Mow let us re 


1 set tbe cylinder, so that the steel x»nt may run 
over the holes or alphabet made when we talked 
in the mouthpiece. The thin, metal disk rises 
and, as thf steel point trips from perforation to 
perforation, opening the valve* of the tiia- 
piragm, the words, intonation, aac accent are 
reproduced exactly as iprtken. Fior instance, be 
fore you came up, 1 was talking »o the instru- 
ment, anc here is ibe matrix or stereoscopic 
view, if yon please, of what I said," Tutting his 
finger on the tinfoil which still remai'nec on the. 
cylinder. "Now I reset the instrument," sliding 
tie cylinder to the right. "Here the steel point 
starts at the same point aa when I talked through 
the mouthpiece, but its action is now controlled 
by fte perforatec alphabet. 
It repeats what I 


said. I use this sort of an ear trumpet to bring 
out the sound so that you can hear ir more dis- 
tinctly. Listen." 


He placed fte small end of the funnel over 


tbe mouthpiece, shoved the mouthpiece gainst 
the cylincer, and turned the crank.

But, most remarkable, the 


instrument sent back the voices «f two men at 
the same time. To illustrate: The Professor, 
in a deep bass voice, recited in the mouthpiece 
tie hrst verse of "Bingen on the Shine."

matrix was obtained, the machine reset, th« 
funnel placed in position, and the crank tamed.

Doctor repeated a Scripture quotation, and, to 
his great astonishment, it cime out as follows :

The possibilities and capabilities of (his re- 


markable instrument are wonderful. 
Dolls and 


toy dogs can be made to recite nursery ballads, 
and wax figures of notabilities can use the 
voice and language of iheir originals. A prom- 
inent showman has already taken steps toward 
the formation of a museum of wax figures sim- 
ilar to Madame Tussand's in London. Ail the 
figures are to speak. 
Matrixes of the voice and 


words of a gentleman whose imitations of Ed- 
ward Forrest are astonishing are to b_- secured 
and placed in the breast of a wax statue of the 
great tragedian. 
The voice and outward ap- 


pearaoce of Mr. Forrest are to he perfectly 
copied. 


"Why," says Mr. Edison, "Adelina Parti can 


sing her sweetest arias, and by this instrumeift 
we can catch and reproduce them exactly as 
sung. Tbe matrixes can be copied the same as 
stereoscopic views, and millions sold to those 
owning the machine. A man can sit down in 
his parlor at night, start his phonograph, and 
enjoy Patti's singing all the evening if he 
Thooses. The same with Levy's cornet playing. 
A matrix of his solos can be produced, and 
a million copies taken, and Levy's solos and 
Patti's arias can be given ten thousand years 
from now as perfectly and accurately as when 
these great artists were alive. 
If ihe last bene- 


diction of Pope Pius had been taken by the 
phonograph, the matrix could have been da- 
plicated, and every true Roman Catholic on the 
face of the earth might have heard the benedic- 
tion in the Pope's own voice and accentuation. 
There was a fortune in it. The matrixes could 
have been sold at five dollars apiece. 


"Poor churches in. the country," continued 


the Pr&fessor, "might have these machines rig- 
ged up over their pulpits, and by using thr 
proper matrixes, could hav* Dr. Chapin, Dr 
Bellows, Beechcr, or any other great theoogi- 
cal light expoartd to them in ueir own voices 
every Sanday. Thus the poor churches would 
save their money, and get rid of the poor 
preachers. 
Nor is this all. 
A man in Europe 


has invented a machine by which he takes an 
instantaneous photograph. Let us suppose that 
he photographs Dr. Chapia every second, and 
we take down his sermon on the matrix of the 
phonograph. The pictures and gestures of tire 
orator, as well as his voice, could be exactly 
reproduced, and the eyes and ears of tbe audi- 
ence charmed by the voice and manner of the 
speaker.

Edison, his eyes sparkling with excitement, 
''can be produced in private parlors. Tbe in- 
strument can be used in a thousand ways.

This plain is encircled by a range of perpet- 


ually snow-capped mountains, four, bundret ' 


" iriiles In length. Old Baldy, Colorado's highest v 


peak, lowering up, aa enthroned monarch, ac- 
cepting homage from the ranges he overlooks. 
Beautifully rounded San Antonia to the soat»i 
guarding the pus to Santa Fe. 


Alieatjr to mi* central spot in lhi« grandly 


«urround*d plain, in acticnatkm of the coming 
of the pioneer railroad, the valient little narrow 
gauge is gathering a population who intend 
here to make their homes, for this is not to be 
t tnovesble town, a checking up spot, it it not 
only the centre of a plain, but a point from 
which will naturally radiate a net *or* of 
roads leading toward different mining settle- 
ments and rich agricultural sections. 


Del Norte is 36 miles distant. 
Silverton, 


the centre of San u»n, 100 miles. 
The Pon. 


cho Pass, leading into the Huerfano Valley, 
lies directly to the north. 
A little to the 


southeast lies the Taos Valley, known as the 
lich wheat-growing valley of New Mexico. 
This valley is the home of the old fire worship- 


ers, here U the curious Indian pueblo. 
Taos, 


numbering now but a few hundred inhabitants, 
who still, however, preserve their old customs 
and peculiarities, making it a mo&t interesting 
spot to visit ere it shall have succumbed to the 
inevitable change which marks the course of 
the Saxon race upon times story. 


Through the future street', aad in the neigh- 


borhood of Alamosa, grows the camesa, a sure 
indication of rich soil. 
So confident is the 


sute of the near future of this section that it 
hai taken up all unoccupied land, and will 
sh.jrtly offer it for sale at a reasonable advance 
upon government price. This is said to be the 
best agricultura. land in Colorado, as hay land 


it is unequalled. 
Before stock came in here, 


in the days of Indian possession, the grass was 
knee deep, and a taste and sight of the bcei 
now found here, beef which has taken care of 
itself al! winter, will satisfy anyone as to its 
grazing properties.

The river is full of trout, ee), wild "geese, 


duck, and crane. 
Antelope and deer are 


abundant. 
A youthful sportsman brought in a 


few days ago as the result of one afternoon's 
work, 45 ducks and a number of geese. 


To-day, the 28th of March, there are all 


told here 28 buildings, two butcher shops, two 
bakeries, a hardware shop, a planing mill, a tin 
»hop, two paint shops, a blacksmith shop, a brew- 


ery, a livery stable, and a rxatoffice, two banks, 
a commission warehouse, a grocery and dry 
goods shop are going up. A milk wagon and 
a wagon with vegetables, butter and eggs run 
daily through the town, and when yon have 
drank of the milk and eaten the potatoes of 
this section you will have graduated U these 
articles of diet and need seek no farther. 
In ten days a daily paper will 1* started, and 
the associated press dispatches will be as at 
tamable to these new settlers as to tbe dwel- 
lers upon the Atlantic Coast.

no*n the sk-y has been brightening, the sun sets 
in a rainbow. We are to torn oar faces home- 
ward in the morning, which we do the less re- 
luctanlly as we have planned another visit when 
the railroad shall be completed thus far. 
The 


railroad bridge, 400 feel long, is already span- 
ning the Rio Grande. 
The morning finds us 


ready after an excellent breakfast for an early 
start, with warm wraps and a spirited four-in- 
hand, knowing of old t »e holder of the reins, 
we feel no apprehensions but give ourselves «p 
to the enjoyment of the delicious air and woo- 
droa* MMOraro*, we pass through two snow 
storms on our way and watch others chasing 
each other over the mountains. 
Twenty-three 


miles of this extension of the railroad (the 
whole distance being 31 miles) is without a 
carve, the grade being about ao feel to the mile. 
The towns of Del Norte and Garland are mov- 
ing to Alamon. On oar way toward the latter 
place we meet 28 wagons, loaded with homes 
and household furniture, "going to th^ new 
town." 
The Perry House, now at Garland, 


where we spend the night and which has every 
look of permanence, with its carpeted floors, 
-arge chandeliers, and upholstered furniture, 
will move over to Alamos* in about two weeks. 
It is among the impossibilities with Mr. Perry 
to remain stationary; his .'amity will now, how- 
ever, take up an abiding place at Alamosa, while 
he will submit to his fatality and move on with 
the road. Success to him as he goes, and nay 
we dine with him at every station, and may he 
cook us tje trout with his own hands each time, 
whic.i is the good luck of those who find him 
"doing the best he can in a Bent," which best 
is a very bat. 
The next morning finds us 


climbing Veta Pass, up 9,339 feet above sea-level, 
down round the little mule-shoe with its sharp 
curve erf 30 degrees. 
Every! tree and bush ' 


stands out in hold relief aj.TMnst the daullng 
snow back ground. 
Remembering the glories 


of las! summer, we fancy we hear the voices of 
the flowers, at work in tieir iury factory just 
below the crast. hurrying to dota their gay ap- 
parel and be in readiness to come forth anc, 
greet the spring days when trip sun shall h*ve 
carried away this downy covering. 
Far below 


we see a little shining thread of a stream, the 
home of many trout. The gnarled oaks, dwarf- 
ed though they are in this ki^h altitude, still 
preserve their characteristic sturfinew, not 
yielding one jot of the family prerogative. The 
grandly sbapen Spanish Peaks, all the morning 
hidden in the clonils, now break through. We 
see the bine sky over. This w'ondroas past, in 
which, if life were a holiday,one would wil- 
lingly lose oneself, ia quickly pa»ed, drawn as 
we are by steam, one of the latter day magi- 
cians, and down we come from .great to lesser 
heights, skirt along 'the mountain base on our 
winding way through valley and plain toward 
the old city of Colorado Spriogs, which, having 
attained the advanced age of seven years, speaks 
with becoming patronage of the new towns.
